stances a lar?e arniy. As to the situa- 
tion in the Philippines, Mr. Lodge main- 
tained that "organized rebellion has 
ceased, and the local George "Washington 
is'in "hidinp.

Lodge, "I believe there will be peace and 
order throughout the Philippine Islands." 
He did not think, however, that the prob- 
ability of outbreaks amons: the Moros 
and the. uncivilized tribes of the interior 
ever would be eliminated, and he be- 
lieved there would not be an end of the 
trouble for softie time.

spot. I; this is done repeatedly and -with- 
out rubbing the paper, the objectionable 
blot will eventually fade from view. An- 
other method of removing ink marks 
from paper is to mix a teaspoonful of 
chloride ot lime with water just suffi- 
cient to cover it. Apply this with n soft 
cloth, merely patting the spot. As either 
intentional writing or mere blots will 
yield before this sort of treatment, care 
must be exercised in its use. Printing 
ink is, however, quite safe from the as- 
saults of either lime or the acid. 


Thumb marks on the pages of books 


may be removed by first rubbing the spots 
with soft bits of stale bread. Whatever 
remains of the marks after that treat- 
ment may need a gentle touching np with 
a bit of cloth dampened in the oxalic 
ncid and water solution. If by any mis- 
chance a large nnd obnoxious grease spot 
should fall upon a page or some pages of 
a book, it may be removed. Put a piece 
of blotting paper under the- spot and an- 
other piece of blotting paper over it and 
then add the weight of a warm iron. 
Much of the grease will come out and "be 
absorbed by the paper. Heat a very lit- 
tle essential oil of turpentine till it is very 
hot, then apply it to the still warm and 
greasy leaf of the book, spreading it on 
both sides with a cleun brush.

physician of this city who has a fondness 
for the recondite bide of bis profession. 
"It is claimed by certain theorists that 
people who are placed under the influence 
of an antithetic for surgical operations 
really suffer everything they would other- 
wise, but f01 get about it when they re- 
tuin to consciousness, and a good many 
ingenious arguments are advanced t-, 
suppoit the proposition. It is rather * 
ghastly idea, and I am glad to say that 
the real evidence is all the other way, but 
it is a pretty well established fact that 
''ertaiu anaesthetics—ether, for instance, 
iud nitrous oxide gas—will sometimes 
prevent safferisg ^iiisjat de*trariag con- 
sciousness of pain. 


"That sounds like a paradox and is 


somewhat dimcult to explain without be- 
coming more paradoxical still. The ef- 
fect of the anaesthetic in the strange 
cases to which I refer is to render piiin j 
pleasant. 
While apparently insensible, | 


the patient is fully conscious of every- 
thing that is going on, and the nerves re- 
spond as readily as ever, but instead of 
producing physical discomfort the effect 
is exactly the reverse. 
''I have encountered several anomalies 


of that kind and one quite recently. The 
subject was a middle aged man whose 
foot had been injured in an accident. I 
had to amputate the two last toes, and 
the operation, which was under ether, 
lasted about 20 minutes. When the man 
recovered from the Influence of the drug, 
he trier! to tell me about his sensations, 
but although he struggled hard he could 
find no words in which to express them. 
T felt all the pain/ he said, 'but some- 
hpw it didn't hurt me.' 'Then it wasn't 
pain,' said I. endeavoring to draw him 
out. 'Oh, yes it was,' h(r replied 'earnest- 
ly, 'but I liked it; I didn't want yon to 
rtop.' 
He repealed a number of things 


that had been said during the operation 
and it was evident that he had been 
conscious all the while—at least conscious 
of his surroundings. 


"The other patients seemed to have had 


practically the same experience and en 
countered the same difficulties in making 
themselves understood. They were try- 
ing to express the inexpressible. Such 
instances are, of course, rare,- but they 
are familiar to almost every surgeon in 
general practice. Explain them? 1 don't 
attempt to."—New Orleans Times-Demo- 
crat.

It is "stomach 
stuffing, "and not "heart fail in?," that 
cauvs the trouble in many Instac ce^ The 
heart goes right on doing its duty lihroaKh- 
ont our lives wiihout one secon i's rest, 
night or day, sometimes without tho in- 
wnnission of a single pulsation for 100 
years or more.

blood through its structure 
At To pulsa- 


tions per minute, 9 pounds of b'.ood is 
sucked in and pumped ont; every hour, 
540 pounds; e\ery day, 12,960 pounds; 
every year, 4,730,400 pounds; e\ery 100 
years, 473,040,000 pounds, and all- perform- 
ed without one moment's rest; -verily, a 
good record. 


Xow tho heart has the very meanest 


neighbor that ever an organ had— namely, 
the : tomach-—especially if it be the stom- 
ach of a greedy person. This organ is a 
drunkard, a glutton, a trespasser and al- 
most everything that is bad- IL ought to 
be walled in and compelled to fceep on its 
own grounds. 


The stomach lies directly -nnder the 


heart, with only the "iiaphragi a between, 
and when it fills with gas it is lake a small 
balloon and lifts up until it Interferes di- 
rectly with the heart's action. 
•The stom- 


ach itself never generates gas, but when 
filled with undigested food fermentation 
takes place and gas is formed, and the in 
terference depends upon the Amount of 
gas in the stomach. 


To overcome this obstruction the heart 


has to esert itself in proportion, to the in-

The sunlight shining through many 
drops of falling tain after a shower i^ all 
split up into colors, and the result is ihi' 
gorgeous rainbow. The scattered spray 
of a sea wave, of a waterfall or a foun- 
tain makes little rainbows, caused in the 
same way. 


Each kind of light has its own special 


uses. 
The red rays of light make the 


leaves of the trees to grow aud hasten all 
rotting aad decay. Moreover, if you cut 
off the red rays plants will grow with 
golden brown leaves instead of green. 


The sea is blue because the water re- 


flects the bhie rays of light, but shallow 
seas are green because the blue light is 
mixed with the yellow reflections from 
sand and stones at the bottom. Green 
is a mixture of blue and yellow. In ilns 
green light of shallow water all b-e.i- 
wefds grow, and for want ot tho led 
rays they have golden aad tawny leaves. 
Green- and red seaweed--, are (he excep- 
tion, and blue seaweeds are as rare ns 
blue leaves. 
At any rate, laud plants 


grown under green gla=s ought to turn 
•golden brown, like seaw^pd. They do. 
Experiment has shown that under green 
glass plants grow nearly as well as un- 
der clear sunlight. 


Under red glass nearly nil plants grow 


four times as quickly as under whiU1 
light, grow to four times their usual 
height and throw out a tine display of 
green leave". This is clear proof that 
the red rays of sunlight cauf? the green 
leaves to grew. This discovery will be 
of immense help to gardeners who wuut 
to force their plants and to farmers try- 
ing to induce early crops of vegetables.
